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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 26 June 
2006 has been entered. An action on the RCE follows: 

2. Applicant amended claims 1, 7, 10, and 27, cancelled claims 4, 6, 8, 12, 15, and 
17-23, and added new claim 29. Thus, claims 1-3, 5, 7, 9-11, 13, 14, 16, and 24-29 are 
pending. Applicant's arguments, see pages 8-12, with respect to claims 1, 7, 10, and 27 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-3, 5, 7, 9-1 1 , 
13, 14, 16, and 24-29 has been withdrawn. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Gerszberg et al (US 6,084,583) discloses advertising screen 
saver. Shen et al (US 6,486,900) discloses minimizing screen burn in by using the 
screen saver. 

4. Claims 1-3, 5, 7, 9-11, 13, 14, 16, and 24-29 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to the screen save modes for a display device. 
The closest prior art, Ye et al (US 6,384,852) discloses intelligent screen saver using 
image difference (see the abstract). The improvement comprises the screen save 
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modes applying to turn all of the pixels in each block set either on or off or inverts the 
display data. This patentable distinction is included in all independent claims 1, 7, 10, 
13, and 27.
